Silence Maintained

NEW YORK, Dec. 9— (jP)— Rob- 
ert E. Stripling, chief investiga- 
tor for the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, appeared today 
as a surprise witnessa before the 
spy-probing federal errand lury. 


The Jury is In the fourth day of 
Its renewed investigation of alleg- 
ed Communist espionage. 
Identity of today's jury witness-

B-36 Flies Non-Stop Round Trip To 
"Bomb" Honolulu From Fort Worth 


FORT WORTH, Dec. 9.-W/— 
The biggest bomber has made its 
greatest flight. 


The air force announced today 
that its giant pride, a B36, flew 
non-stop from Fort Worth to Hon- 
olulu and return, breaking its own 
record. 


At 7 p. m. (CST) last night, 35 
hours and more than 8,000 miles 
after takeoff time, the great sil- 
ver ship touched down at this 
city's Carswell air field. 


And it had carried "a useful 
bomb load" to the halfway mark, 
dropping tho bombs in the ocean 
off Honolulu. 
Brig. Gen. J. B. Montgomery of 
the Strategic Air Command, made 
the 
announcement 
here—after 
hours of official silence. 
"It is the best the B36 has ever 


done, but It was a routine train- 
ing flight—well within the capa- 
bilities of the bomber," said 
the 
general. 
"It was in excess of 
8,000 miles." 


Crcwed by 15 men, the ship flew 
from Fort Worth to Honolulu by 
way of San Diego, Calif., and re- 
turned via San Francisco. 
"From San Francisco, It did not 


fly directly to Fort Worth," said 
Montgomery. "It flew to the east 
of Fort Worth and then returned." 
It was a Pearl Harbor Day 


flight that began about 8 a. m. 
(CST) Dnc. 7.

Reformed Ballot 
Laws Expected, 
Not New Statute

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 9— (/P)— It 


looks like the legislature will 
be 
asked to patch up Texas' creaky 
election law machinery and 
not 
'try for a new model. 


A committee appointed by 
the 


governor to study the election laws 
voted yesterday to stay within tho 
framework of existing statuetes in 
suggesting reforms. It agreed it 
should act as quickly as possible to 
rub out conflicts and fill in 
ob- 


vious gaps, especially those of a 
mechanical nature. 
Whether or not it would under- 
take the touchier task of suggest- 
ing changes In such Instances as a 
campaign expense law that Is al- 
most universally Ignored remained 
in doubt. 


The committee decided it would 
not go into this matter until Its 
next session. It also dropped — tem- 
porarily at least— a suggestion that 
registration laws be tightened up 
to help eliminate fraud. 


The group agreed unanimously 
at the start of its first session that 
its primary Job would be to seek 
reforms that would guarantee the 
purity of the ballot and "honest and 
fair elections." 


It appeared nearly certain that 
It would ask that primary 
elec- 


tions be hold earlier. This would 
be a move tp counteract a Supreme 
Court decision holding there 
Is 


not enough time between the run- 
off primary in August and the gen- 
eral election In November to ade- 
quately conclude a contest. 


The committee was told that If 


primaries are held earlier — say In 
May 
and 
June— there would be 
time to thoroughly investigate 
a 
contest.

It Is recognized by the courts that

Economic Cooperation Ad- 
ministration will make a full dress 
report on European recovery when 
it asks congress next month to 
put up more billions for foreign 
aid. 


Senator Connally (D-Texas) an- 


nounced this today after he and

met with Howard Bruco, deputy 
EGA chief, to discuss ways of 
handling the agency's .request for 
new funds. 


Although It is estimated 
that 
about $4,500,000,000 will bo needed 
for the second year of Marshall 
plan spending, Connally said no de- 
finite amounts were mentioned at 
tho conference. 


Connally Successor 


Connally will replace Vandenberg 
as chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
committee when 
the 
Democrats tako over control 
of 
congress in January. The Texan 
sfclcl committee hearings on for- 
eign aid will start as soon as pos- 
sible after congress meets. 


He added that EGA 
probably 


will make two separate requests 
for money: (1) To carry on the 
Marshall plan from April 1, after 
present funds are gone, to Juno 30;

Truman To Meet 
Madame Chiang 
For Aid Talks 


Pair Will Discuss 
China at Capital 
Tea Party Friday 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
9.—(fl3)— 
President Truman said today that 
aid to China will be taken up 
when he meets with Madame Chi- 
ang Kai-Shek at a tea tomorrow. 


That was his reply when asked 
at a news conference whether the 
matter would be discussed at the 
affair which he nnd Mrs. Truman 
are holding for China's first lady. 


China aid is what Madame Chi- 
ang is coming to see him about, 
Mr. Truman told reporters. 
He 
added that it still remains to be 
seen whether he'll have further 
talks with her. 


It will be the first meeting of 
the two since the Generalissimo's 
wife came here last week to plead 
for more American help to the 
Chinese nationalist government In 
its battle with the Communists, 
Madame Chiang has talked pre- 
viously to Secretary of State Mar- 
shall. 
Administration officials general- 


ly have been cool to Madame Chi- 
ang's mission. And in London to- 
day, Foreign Secretary Ernest Bev- 
in said Britain is in no position to 
do "anything very material for 
China." 


Most of Mr. Truman's news con- 
ference was devoted to the con- 
gressional spy hunt which he again 
labelled as a rod herring. On oth- 
er topics he said: 
1. He doesn't know yet whether 


ho will go personally 
before a 
joint session of congress to deliver 
his State of the Union message next 
month. Recommendations for the 
1949 
fiscal yoar budget he added, 
are coming along slowly. 


2. He will again ask Congress 


to approve the St. Lawrence sea- 
way project. 
Also, he would like 
to see work go ahead on tho pro- 
posed Jefferson Memorial at St. 
Louis. 


3. A report on the Bikini atom 


bombing tests Is resting on his desk 
and will not bo published. Asked 
If publication would meet opposi- 
tion from Secretary of Defense For- 
restal, Mr. Truman said that It 
might also meet objection from the 
President. 
4. He had no comment on the dis- 
pute between Foreign Aid Admin- 
istrator Paul G. Hoffman and the 
Maritime commission over the ship- 
ping of recovery goods. 


6. He knew of no plans to call a 
new labor-management conference 
to seek a formula for labor poaca.

LAFAYETTE, Ind—Hybrid hogs 
developed at tha Purdue Univer- 
sity experimental farms are show- 
ing farmers how to get more pork 
out of every porker. 
The Purdue* farms have pro- 
duced one special breed with pl«s 
weighing an average of 212 pounds 
at 154 days of age. Pure-bred 
Durocp used for comparison weigh- 
ed 188 pounds at the same age. 
Not only do the Perdue hybrids 
gain weight faster than ordlnaiy 
breeds, but their carcasses have a 
higher percentage of prime meat. 


That means more money for the 
farmer and cheaper pork chops 
for the consumer. 
The hybrid pigs were developed 
by continued inbreeding—mating 
of 
relatives—among descendants 


of purebred animals. 
The result- 
Ing inbred hc.'gs were mated with 
similarly Inbred hoss developed 
from a different pure-bred stonk.

Portable Calt Pens Provide Change 
In Scenery, Combat High Mortality

AUBURN, 
AIn.—Portable 
calf 


pens—providing clean, 
Individual 
outdoor room service nnd a change 
of scenery every week-—have been 
developed hero ns a means of com- 
'battlng high mortality among the 
nation's future milk-producers. 


Sclentits of the U. S. Depart- 


of Agriculture say the mov- 


able pens—which allow animals to 
be moved to "clean" ground per- 
iodically—have prevented most of 
the sickness which be-devlls calves 
In the Important first few months 
of life. 


Up 
to 
now, they say, one In 


every five heifer calves born 
in 


the United States dies In 
baby- 


hood—due to dlarrhetlo conditions, 


pneumonia, stomach and Intestinal 
worms, and a 
parasitic disease 
called "coccldosls" which involves 
the Intestinal wall. 


ThU high death rate, they My, 


has been due to the fact that In 
many cases, calves have been turn- 
ed loose In large pens with 
other 


calves and 
adult 
animals—and 
have been exposed to contamina- 
tion by disease-laden waste body 
products, 
Even when calves are Isolated in 


Individual, stationary pens in 
a 
barn, they said, there still Is dan- 
ger, because the most 
thorough 


cleaning of the pens often falls to 
rid the pens 
of 
some 
disease 
agents. 


The portable pens were develop- 


ed at the Dept, of Agriculture's 
regional animal disease laboratory 
on the grounds of the 
Alabama 


Polytechnic Institute, and directed 
by Dr. A. H. Oroth. 


The pens are wire-sided affairs, 
measuring five by 10 feet. They 
have an aluminum cover over one 
end to protect the calf from rain 
and sun. They can be used In any 
part of the country In the summer- 
time. For winter use, they are suit- 
able 
only 
In those parts of the 


country where winters are mild. A 
burlap bag'"door" Is provided for 
the aluminum-covered end for win- 
ter use. 


When the calves are a day or 


two old, they are placed In Indi- 
vidual pens, 
arranged 
In 
rows 


along the bottom of a wooded hill- 
side. The pens are spaced 13 feet 
apart so the calves can't get too 
chummy. 


They remain thus for a 
week, 


when the pens are 
moved 
eight 


feet to the right or left, to a new 
ground location, Thereafter, 
the 


pens are moved gradually up the 
hillside 
at 
weekly 
Intervals. 


Meanwhile the scientist* say, rain 
helps wash any accumulated germs 
down the hillside, away from the 
animals. 


They explained that Immediate- 


ly after birth, the calf can pick up 
a few disease-causing agents from 
Its mother's milk or from contact 
with the udder. 
Thus.rthey say, If a calf remain- 


ed In one spot, it would be subject 
to further contamination from such 
organisms through contact 
with 


Its own waste body products. The 
Idea of "moving" at weekly inter- 
vals Is to desert one spot 
before 


the disease organisms present In 
waste products have had an op- 
portunity to develop to dangerous 
proportions. 


Covered feeders In the pent pro- 


vide the animals with food, 
and 


water Is placed In buckets hung In 
corners. 
In the station's own experience, 


the Incidence of calf diseases has 
been kept extremely low. The 
scientists had confirmative reports 
of the efficiency of the pens from 
the Florida State Mental Hospit- 
al's farm, where mortality among 
heifer calves was cut from almost 
100 per cent to about one per cent 
following Introduction of the por- 
table-pen' system.

lots. But In St. Paul's day, when 
writing material was very expen- 
sive, when life was more leisurely 
and the means of communication 
very primitive, men wrote letters 
with such grace and substance in 
them that these epistles have come 
to be a part of treasured litera- 
ture. 
Letters With Appoul 


Probably the outstanding letters 


of antiquity are those found 
in 


, the New Testament, Paul 
wrote 


thirteen of these, John three, Peter 
two; 
others 
were 
written 
by 


church leaders 
whose 
life 
and 
! learning 
gave 
them 
standing 


among a growing number of Chris- 
tian congregations. These letters 
seem all to have been called forth 
by some practical 
need 
In 
the 


church. Some were written In an 
effort to settle church controver- 
sies. Others were written to Indi- 
viduals encouraging them to stand 
fast In the Christian way of life, 
despite manifold temptations. The 
Epistle to the 
Philippians 
from 


which the Sunday School Lesson 
for this week Is taken was a gra- 
cious letter of thanks which Paul, 
a prisoner in Rome, wrote to his 
Christian friends in 
Phllippl ac- 


knowledging a gift, probably 
of 


money, which they had sent 
by 


the hand of onp of their members. 
Paul especially loved the Phllippian 
church. His letter, therefore, 
Is 


character'zpd by Joy, praise, 
and 


gladness. The Apostle was at his 
best both as a letter writer and as 
an understanding Christian pastor 
.vhen he wrote this epistle. 


The city of Phllippl had 
been 


named for Philip of Macedon, and 


, the city was to become the home 
of his mightier son, Alexander the 
•Great. But a taller figure 
than 


I world-conquering Alexander 
now 


looms above th.- cKyt nr.me, that 
of Paul the missionary; who some 
years previous to the writing of 
his Epistle to the Phillppians had 
walked Phillppi'j str«!«ts. pniyea at 
its waterside, worked among tent- 
makers In a street devoted to that 
trade, preached In Its synagogue, 
sang 
In 
Its jail. His Is the one 


great name forever associated first 
with Phllippi In the public mind. 
Paul's Love For Phllippl 


Paul left part of his heart 
be- 


hind him -*lth the churca he had 
established at Phllippl. And long 
years after, when he was-a pris- 
oner at Rome, he wrote the church 
at Phllippl a letter which 
might 


have been penneri 
yeMC'.day, 
to 


cogent Is Its Insight into those hu- 
man 
situations 
which 
never 


change. The prisoner in Rome re- 
membered that awful night when 
he and Silas had been prisoners In 
the jail at Philippl. With the cak- 
ed blood not yet dry on their beat- 
en backs and their feet painfully 
locked 
In cruel stocks, they had 


prayed and sung at midnight — 
strong victorious spirits who were 
able to rise triumphant above pain 
and abuse. 


One unique support Paul 
and 
Silas had had on that memorable 
night—the knowledge that 
their 


Master Is Lord of the 
universe, 


with a diversity of Infinite resourc- 
es at His command. Angels and 
men, 
storm and calm, flood 
and 


drought, earthquakes and tranqul- 
Hty, all are His messengers. The 
particular errand by that God had 
sent to deliver His 
ambassadors 


from the Phllippian jail was 
an 


earthquake which shook the foun- 
dations of the prison, opened every 
door, and broke every stock and 
shackle. 


The lesson text today thrills with 
Paul's ardent lore for those fel- 
low Christians of his at Phllippl 
who had suffered much with him 
In the furtherance of the gospel 
and had remembered him with a 
gracious gift of money, that 
his 


imprisonment In Rome might be 
made more comfortable. "I 
have 


you In my heart," wrote Paul. "I 
long after you all In the tender 
mercies of Christ Jesus. 
I pray 


that your love may abound more 
and more..that ye may be sincere 
and void of offense, .being filled 
with the fruits of

unto the glory and praise of God."

This plan consists of attempt- 
ing the control of communicable 
diseases in cooperation with local 
health departments; the minimiz- 
ing of hearing, vision, dental and 
other similar problems; providing 
minimum health essentials in class- 
room environment such as light- 
Ing, soating, and so forth; an ade- 
quate physical activity program; 
stressing education on personal hy- 
giene and local health hazards; nu- 
trition supervision and Instruction; 
and intergratlng the school health 
program with the total community 
health program.

For Complete Religious Freedom

An enlarged reproduction of-Roger Williams' best-known work "The 
Bloudy Tenent of Persecution" (1644), is the next document of American 
Heritage to be exhibited at the First National Bank, it was announced 
today.

In his 
"Bloudy Tenent" he proclaimed his celebrated statement for religious 
freedom. He said "God requireth not an uniformity of religion, "and con- 
tended that all individuals and religious bodies were entitled a relig- 
ious liberty as a Natural right. His statement on religious freedom 
stands out like a beacon light in .an age when religious intolerance dark- 
ened the minds of men.
